system of liquor control. The de- 
crease on local option contests is 
given as an indication that the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Law 
Is working satisfactorily. 


Increased revenue, which 
In- 


dicates a decrease of bootlegging, 
some evidence that the youth of 
the state no longer think it smart 
to drink and the incrca«lns indi- 
cations of the effective control of 
liquor which the state exercises 
are 
mentioned as the evident 


proofs of the truth of the asser- 
tion that the past year was the 
most encouraging. 


During the year the state was 


benefited by the receipt of ?19,- 
373,005.28, money which, before 
the repeal of the ISth amend- 
ment found its way into

Hard to Get Cnpitnl 


Most of the big companies do 


not want new capital at present 
anyway. 
Like the 
people wbo 


have the money to invest, they are 
afraid to make new commitments 
right 
now. 
They 
are "sitting 


tight" until Congress repeals or 
greatly modifies the Undistribu- 
ted Profits Tax. 
On the other 


hand, there are 
a 
number of 


small business concerns who say 
they need "new money." These 
little fellows aired 
their 
trou- 


bles at Washington last month. 
They listed the difficulty to ge 
new capital as one of their majo 
problems. 
They feel that if no 


one else 
will, the 
governmen 


should help them in getting thei 
needed capital. 


These small businessmen wan 


varying sums—between $10,000 
and ?250,000—but they canno 
get money either from cominercia 
banks or from investment bank- 
ers. 
Commercial banks nowa- 


days prefer to make loans of only 
30", 60, or UO days. They do no 
want to lend substantial amounts 
for four or five years.

Manj 
of these small businessmen do no 
realize it, but what they really 
need is more permanent money

Cunnot Sell Xew Securities 
In the money market, however, 


the small corporation finds such 
financing almost impossible. Un- 
der the Securities Exchange Act 
most new securities cannot be is- 
sued without filing a great mass 
of detailed data with the commis- 
sion.
